“Plaza Plan Will Be Found 
to Be Substantial Proposi- 
tion and Not Request for 
Donation,” Says Krieg- 
shaber.

Declaring that he understands that 
prominent people of Atlanta have or- 
ganized for the purpose of prevailing 
upon the state legislature to donate 
the overhead rights of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad in the center of At- 
lanta for “plaza or pleasure purposes,” 
H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, yesterday 


submitted a proposal to the Western | 


and Atlantic railroad lease commission 
to lease these rights, as well as cer- 
tain property in Chattanooga, for a 
sum sufficient to liquidate the state’s 
entire bonded indebtedness within a 
period of fifty years. He proposes to 
organize a corporation to iniprove both 
the Atlanta and Chattanooga proper- 
ties. 

The commission took Mr. 
proposition under consideration. 

Victor H. Kriegshaber, president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, also 
appeared before thé commission and 
asked for sixty days’ mvure time in 
which the- chamber. might. prepare the 
data for a proposition which it will 
eubmit to the commission ior the con- 
struction of a piaza over the tracks 
of the Western and Atlantic in the 
center of Atlanta. The commission

Mr. Kriegshaber said: “When the 
plaza proposition is filed with the com- 
mission it will be found to be a very 
substantial proposition, and not a re- 
quest for donation of the property.” 

In Session All Day. 

The commission was in session all 
day long. The morning session was 
open to the public. The afternoon ses- 
sion was executive. The entire com- 
mission wag present when Governor 
Harris arrived Thursday afternoon

The commission adjourned Thursday 
afternoon until June 22, when it will 
meet again and draft its report to be 
submitted to the legislature, which 
meets soon after that date. 

The commission was to have been in 
session Friday in order to hear from 
a committee from the city of Chatta- 
nooga Chamber of Commerce concern- 
ing the extension of a street through

A message from 
this committee, however, stated that in 
view of the commission’s recent visit 
to Chattanooga, that city felt certain 
that the commission knew what it de- 
sired and the committee was, therefore, 
willing to leave its case in the hands 
of the commission without further rep- 
resentations. 
Henderson's Preposition. 

The proposal of J. A. J. Henderson, 
president of the Ocilla Southern rail- 
road, and associates, to extend the state 
road to the sea and to lease the pres- 
ent road was subdDmitted, tugether with 
a voluminous brief in support of this 
proposal, all of which was taken un- 
der constderation by the commission. 

Mr. Henderson's proposition is, brief- 
ly, as follows: 

He and his associates will undertake 
to extend the state road from Atlanta 
to St. Marys, where the state already 
owns deep water frontage, and to Jack- 
sonville, which road will be delivered 
to the state on condition that the state 
issue $10,000,000 bonds at 4% per cent. 
Mr. Henderson and associates will lease 
this extension, paying at the start an 
annual rental of $700,000 and increas- 
ing this annual rental by $50,000 each 
ten years until the annual rental paid 
is $900,000. Upon the expiration of the 
present lease of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, Mr, Henderson and as- 
sociates would lease it for a monthly 
consideration of $35,250 and increase 
this monthly rental each ten years un- 
ti] the final rental paid shall be $50,000.

ALDERMEN OVERRIDE 
WOODWARD’S VETO 


iConsent Judgment for $190,- 


000 in Crematory Case 
Will Now Be Ordered in 
Federal Court.

By a unanimous vote yesterday ait- 
ernoon the aldermanic board sustained 
OMeougcil at its last meet- 
ing in overriding the veto of Mayor 
Woodward on the resolution giving a 
consent judgment for $190,000 against 
the city in the crematory case.

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ITALIANS REPULSE 
VICIOUS ATTACKS 
MADE BY AUSTRIANS 


Teutons Forced to Give Up 

Ground to West of Trent 
and in the Monfalcone 
Region. 


London, May 18.—The Italians in 
southern Tyrol are tenaciously holding 
back the Austrians from further in- 
roads into their positions. In the Le- 
dro valley, southwest of Trent, and in 
the Lagarina valley, to the south of 
the city, the Austrians, after heavy ar- 
tillery preparation, threw vicious at- 
tacks against the Italian lines, but all 
of them were repulsed with heavy 
casualties, according to Rome. 

Five attacks were made on Zegna- 
torta, the same number as were made 
on Wednesday, and again all of them 
were stopped with sanguinary losses. 

In the Adamello zone to the west of 
Trent, where previous gains have been 
made by the Italians, King Victor Em- 
manuel’s men have occupied additional 
territory in the Sarca river region and 
in the Monfalcone region, near the 
head of the Gulf of Triest, have recap- 
tured trenches taken from them by the 
Austrians last Monday. 


| FRENCH CHECK 


ATTACK ON HILL 304. 

Another ineffectual attempt has been 
made by the Germans against the 
Freneh positions in the Avocourt wood 
and on Hill 304, to the northwest of 
Verdun. Paris reports that a strong 
attack here was put down by the 
French guns and that the Germans ap- 
pear to have suffered serious losses. 

On the remainder of the front in 
France and Belgium, aside from an. un- 
successful German infantry attack 
against the Belgians north of Steen- 
straete, there have been only bom- 
bardments. 

The British in Egypt have carried 
out a successful maneuver against the 
Turks and tribesmen at Bayoud and 
Mageibra, putting them to flight and 
destroying the camp at Bayoud. 

Austrian aeroplanes have dropped 
bombs on Avlona, Albania, the only 
seaport on the eastern Adriatic remain- 
ing in the hands of the entente allies. 
That Avlona probably is well fortified 
egainst an infantry attack is indicated 
by the statement of the Austro-~Hun- 
garian admiralty that the raiding air- 
craft were heavily shelled. 

Three German steamers have been 
sunk in the Baltic sea by entente al- 
lied submarines—two by the Russians 
and one by the British. 

A British fishing smack arriving at 
Lowestoft reports having been shelled 
by a German submarine, one member 
of the crew being killed and two in- 
jured. 


AUSTRIAN ADVANCE 


CHECKED BY ITALIANS. 


Rome, May 18.—(Via London.)—The 
following official communication was 


| issued today: 


“In the Adamello zone we captured 
rich booty in arms, munitions and ma- 
terial which was abandoned by the 
enemy in the Topete and Fargorida 
passes. During Wednesday our Alpine 
troops extended the conquest to the 
crest north of Fargorida as far as the 
Mattarott zone at the source of the 
Sarca river. 

“In the Ledro valley, after intense 
artillery preparations throughout the 
night of the 16th, the enemy at dawn 
attacked our positions on the slopes 


NAVAL COMMITTEE. 
DOES NOT APPROVE. 
WILSON'S PROGRAM 


Five-Year Building Plan 
Turned Down and Five 
Battle Cruisers Favored 
Instead of Dreadnaughts.

SUM OF $240,000,000 
CARRIED BY THE BILL 


Secretary Daniels Not Sat- 
isfied With Plan and Hopes 
That Senate Will Restore 
Provision for Battleships. 


Washington, May 18.—Administration 
forces in congress lost the first skir- 
in the preparedness cam- 


mish naval 


paign today when the house committee. 


broke a five-day deadlock and complet- 
ed the naval appropriation bill without 


approving the five-year building pro- 
gram advocated by President Wilson 


and Secretary Daniels. 

As finally agreed to the bill author- 
izes the construction in 1917 of five 
battle cruisers as against two dread- 
naughts and two battle cruisers recom- 
mended by Secretary Daniels; four 
scout cruisers, an increase of one scout 
over the department’s program; 10 de- 
stroyers, as against 15 recommended; 
20 submarines, three to be 800-ton 
boats, compared with five fleet and 20 
coast defense submersibles recommend- 
ed; one hospital ship, one oil fuel ship 
and one ammmunition ship. The gun- 
boat recommended was stricken out, 
and the fuel and ammunition ships 
were added from Secretary Daniels’ 
program for the second year. 

The total amount carried by the bill 
is $240,000,000, the largest naval ap- 
propriation ever presented to congress. 

Administration Not Satisfied. 

While the appropriation proposed is, 
if anything, an increase over the de- 
partment’s plans, failure of the five- 
year program and the fact that no 
dreadnaughts were provided for, make 
the bill unsatisfactory to administra- 
tion officials. Secretary Daniels said 
tonight he never lost hope of getting 
what he asked for until congress ad- 
journed. It was clearly indicated that 
thé senate, which has not yet taken 
up consideration of the naval bill even 
in committee, was relied upon to re- 
store the battleships. The senate has 
never failed to increase the program 
for the navy mapped out by the house 
and navy officials are confident that 
the final bill will provide for at least 
two battleships and four battle cruis- 
ers. 

The only new ship design already 
completed by the navy department is 
for the scout cruisers. They will dis- 
place between 7,000 and 8,000 tons, have 
a& maximum speed of 35 knots an hour 
and mount 10 6-inch long range rifles. 
Nothing of similar speed or radius of 
action now is afloat or has been pro- 
posed by any foreign designers, so far 
as known. 

Heavy Guns Planned. 

The battle cruisers’ designs are not 
complete, although it has been decided 
that they will be 850 feet in length, 
have a speed of 35 knots, a range of 
action of 10,000 sea miles, a displace- 
ment of 32,000 tons and either eight 
or ten of the heaviest guns afloat. If 
10 guns are mounted they will carry 
14-inch 50-caliber main batteries, and 
if eight guns are dectded upon, they 
will carry 16-inch rifles, the heaviest 
ever put afloat. 

Plans for the battleships which Sec- 
retary Daniels still is confident con- 
gress will provide call for 36,000-ton 
ships, mounting ten 16-inch rifles each, 
and with a speed of 21 or more knots 
an hour. They will have 4000 tons 
more displacement than ships to be 
laid down this year and exceed by near- 
ly 6,000 tons any foreign battleship 
built or building so far as navy de- 
signers know, 

The battle cruisers will cost $20,000,- 
000 each, as against $18,000,000 esti- 
mated for the dreadnaughts. On the 
basis of the committee bill navy ex- 
perts figure that this congress will pro- 
vide at least a total of $94,000,000 for 
new ships. 

Deadlock Is Broken. 

The deadlock in the house commit- 
tee followed a caucus of the eight re- 
publican members of the committee, at 
which it was decided to oppose the 
five-year program and to seek to in- 
crease the 1917 appropriations over the 
figure suggested by the department. 
Five of the thirteen democrats not only 
opposed the continuing program, but 
also were determined to cut down the 
1917 estimates and not to vote for any 
battleship appropriation. They were 
willing to support a,four battle cruiser 
program, however, and the final com- 
promise was effected by Chairman Pad- 
gett with Representative Hanley, of 
Missouri, a leader of the so-called “‘lit- 
tle navy” democrats, who induced the 
other four to join him in agreeing to 
the five battle cruiser plan. 

To meet this g@oricession Chairman 
Padgett wase®ompelled to sbandon the 
five-year project, and it was not 
brought to a vote in the committee, 
as it was certain of defeat if the re- 
publicans and little navy democrats 
combined. He was also forced to ac- 
cept a provision proposed by Repre- 
sentative Hensley autherizing the pres- 
ident to call a conference of world 
powers at the conclusion of the Huro- 
pean war to draw plans for an inter- 
national peace tribunal. An appropria- 
tion of $200,000 for this purpose is car- 
ried in the section, which was adopted 
unanimously, and /it would authorize 
the president to appoint nine citizens 
distinguished as lawyers and peace ad- 
vocates to represent the United States. 

The compromise building program 
was carried by the solid democratic 
vote of the committee and against the 
solid republican membership. The re- 
publican program, agregd to by the mi- 
nority when the democratic plan was 
learned, was 2 battleships, 6 battle 
cruisers, 6 scout cruisers, 50 subma- 
rines, 28 destroyers, 2 gunbDoats, 1 de- 
stroyer tender, 2 fuel oil ships, a supply 
ship, a naval transport, a hospital ship, 
an ammunition ship and a repair ship.

Bryan Is Attacked 
Before Conference 
For Talk to Dumba 


Fermer Secretary Defends 
Self by Saying President

Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 18.—The 
Lake Mohonk conference on inter- 
national arbitration today called to or- 
der George Haven Putnam, of New 
York, who is an ardent advocate of 
preparedness, for an attack upon Wil- 
liam J. Bryan. My Bryan appeared 
later and replied to Mr. Putnam. 

Mr. Putnam declared that among the 
things which lessened respect for the 
United States throughout the world 
was “the presence in the cabinet of a 
man like W. J. Bryan, who shamefully 
misrepresented our country in his in- 
terviews with Dumba.” 

Mr. Bryan reached 
hall a few minutes after 
finished. 

“T am not surprised 
should be misled,” he said. “Those who 
have nothing but the eastern metro- 
politan press to rely upon are fortunate 
if they get any truth.” 

“Ambassador Dumba called 
state department,” he explained, 
time when the president was in 
York.”

Additional Revenue Need- 
ed for Fiscal Year $75,000,- 
000 Less Than Estimated, 
McAdoo Shows. 


Washington, May 18.—Secretary Mc- 
Adoo today submitted to Chairman 
Kitchin, of the house ways and means 
committee, and Chairman Simmons, of 
the senate finance committee, revised 
estimates of the government’s receipts 
and expenditures for the remainder of 
the current fiscal year and the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917, tending to 
Bhew that much less new revenue will 
have to be raised to meet the bill for 
preparedness and other large con- 
templated expenditures than had been 
supposed. 

Only about $150,000,000 in additional 
revenue will have to be provided dur- 
ing the coming year, Mr. McAdoo said. 
This is less by $75,000,000 than the most 
conservative members of congress cal- 
culated at the outset of the session 
would be needed. All of the additional 
revenue will come from taxes on in- 
comes, inheritances and munitions in 
accordance with a plan approved Iast 
week by President Wilson. 

News of the condition of the treas- 
ury came as a pleasant surprise to 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee, who have been pondering for 
weeks on the framing of revenue meas- 
ures. A meeting of the democratic 
members of the committee quickly fol- 
lowed the return of Mr. Kitchin to the 
capital and later he announced that 
the revenue raising plan would be 
whipped into shape within two weeks 
and that the house would begin to con- 
sider it immediately after the national 
conventions, 

Pian Omnibus Bill. 

It is probable that all of the rev- 
enue measures, including provision for 
preparedness revenues, a tariff com- 
mission and the encouragement of the 
dyestuffs industry will be included in 
an omnibus bill. The president is un- 
derstood to favor that plan. 

Solution of the revenue problem, 
which, as a result of the conference to- 
day, appears to be in sight, will go 
far, Mr. Kitchin believes, toward mak- 
ing an early adjournment of congress 
possible. He told the ways and means 
conferees that nothing would prevent 
putting the legislative program through 
the house so as to be ready to adjourn 
August 1. The senate, however, may 
delay adjournment by prolonged de- 
bate on some of the big measures. 

Secretary McAdoo’s figures showed 
that the balance in the general fund, 
exclusive of disbursing officers’ 
credits, probably would be $150,000,000 
at the end of the present fiscal year 
and $18,500,000 at the end of the fiscal 
year of 1917. This estimate included 
expenditures likely to be made for the 
proposed increase in the _ standing 
army on the basis of the conference 
measure passed last night by the sen- 
ate and expendikures which probably 
will be made next year on the naval 
program now before congress. 

In addition to preparedness meas- 
ures the revised estimate presented by 
Mr. McAdoo included liberal provisions 
for good roads, rural credits and ex- 
penditures to prevent and cope with

HARMONY NOW REIGNS 
IN POLICE DEPARTMENT, 
STATE BOARD MEMBERS 


“It Would Be Like Opening 
Carbuncle if It Became 
Necessary to Give Former 
Chief Another Trial,” As- 
serts Commissioner Styron. 


By a vote of ten to one, eleven mem- 
bers being present, the board of police 
commissioners at Thursday night's 
called session, adopted resolutions dis- 
charging former Police Chief James 
L. Beavers from the Atlanta police de- 
partment, and went on record indors- 
ing the efficient manner in which the 
police department is being run by Po- 


lice Chief W. M. Mayo. 


The vote was of especial interest, 
owing to the fact that there have been 
a number of changes in the member- 
ship of the board since Beavers was 
deposed as chief. 

Last night’s meeting of the board 
was called by Chairman King for the 
purpose of filing an amended answer 
to the suit brought by the ex-chief 
against the city and the board of com- 
missioners, Another resolution em- 
powering Chairman King to prepare 
this answer was adopted by the bady 
before the resolution on the dismissa! 
of the former chief was introduced. 

The resolution to dismiss James lL. 
Beavers from the Atlanta police de- 
partment was offered by Councilman 
Edwin F. Johnson, chairman of the po- 
lice committee of council, and ex-officio 
member of the board. 


SHOW POSITION 
OF COMMISSION. 


In offering the resolution Mr. John- 
son stated that he thought the board 
should take action on the paper to show 
the position which it took in the matter 
and “to settle once for all in the eves 
of the public the position which the 
board considers Beavers to occupy.” 

Commissioner Maddox offered ob- 
jections which were sustained by Com- 
missioners Wardlaw and Vernoy. 

According to Commissioner Maddox, 
the board did not have the power to 
discharge Beavers from the force un- 
der the section of the city code upon 
which the resolution was based. 

The section referred to and upon 
which the resolution was said to hinge 
reads to the effect that any patrol- 
man or member of the police force upon 
not reporting at roll call for duty shall 
be discharged from the department. 

Commissioner Maddox held that thé 
chief was not subject to that rule, as 
he was not a patrolman and did not re- 
port at roll calls. Other members of 
the commission stated that in their 
opinion the section of the city code 
bore directly upon the chief as well 
as upon any other member of the de- 
partment, as it specified “member of 
the force,” and the chief was certainly 
a member of the force. 


COMMENDS 
DEPARTMENT. 


Mayor Woodward took occasion dur- 
ing the discussion of the proposition 
to compliment the board upon its work- 
ings and also to commend the entire 
police department. 

“I think this board is working more 
harmoniously together,” said the may- 
or, “than I have ever seen it do before. 
and I have been around here a good 
many years. This resolution certainly 
Should be adopted. 

“The efficiency of the police depart- 
ment is also to be complimented.” 

Commissioner Vernoy objected to the 
Johnson resolution, holding that it 
would ‘“‘muddy the waters” in the 
Beavers’ business and place the board 
in a peculiar position. 

“We had better not pay any atten- 
tion to that paper. It looks like poli- 
tics to me,” said Commissioner Vernoy. 
“It looks as if whoever introduced it, 
and I don’t know who he is, is trying 
to find out how we stand.

While the one big raid of 
Porter & Jones was made this morn- 
ing, the day has been featured by a 
house-to-house raid. Since the find- 
ing of the contraband near the residence 
of Mayor Morgan, it being stored in a 
cow barn to the rear of his house, the 
officers are expecting to find it every- 
where. Mayor Morgan says that the 
cow barn does not belong to him and 
that he did not know whose liquor it 
was stored, however, the officers have 
placed his name opposite the liquor 
found, 

Impeachment of Sheriff Sought. 

One of the features of the day was 
the starting of the impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Sheriff Pat Daniel, 
of Russell county. Law Agent M. H. 
Baughn, of the office of the attorney 
general of Alabama, wired the attor- 
ney general to file the application pa- 
pers for an impeachment, as the evi- 
dence wanted was in hand. Sheriff 
Daniel, when asked concerning the 
proceedings this afternoon by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution, stated 
that he knew nothing of them. 

The state department has also served 
notice that permission will be asked 
of the supreme court to destroy the 
liquor and beer which has already been 
confiscated. Objections were filed yes- 
terday in the form of a petition for 
an injunction to Keep Law Agent 
Baughn from shipping the liquor out 
of the state. 

Judge Lewis, of the chancery court 
of the district, with jurisdiction over 
Girard, granted a temporary injunc- 
tion this afternoon, which will be 
heard some time durtag the afternoon 
Friday. Attorney General Martin 
wired Mr. Baughn this morning to get 
every quart of liquor there was in 
Girard, and that official] stated that he 
was going to get it if it took him 
weeks to complete the job. In the 
meantime a warehouse has been rent- 
ed, and as fast as the different places 
are raided, it is moved to it and stored 
in it. A check is kept on the whisky 
which is placed in the warehouse, so 
that it can be determined whose it is. 

The militia is guarding this ware- 
house, and with each load carried to 
it there is a member of one of the com- 
panies on the wagon. The figures 
given out last night of a quarter of a 
million dollars of liquor found are cor- 
rect, and it is believed that there is 
yet more to be secured.

General Bell detailed Major Gen- 
eral D. Moore and Captain William B. 
Graham to make a joint investigation 
in company with a Mexican military 
judge and two officers named by Gen- 
era] Gavira. 

This investigation disclosed that Fur- 
man, while searching for stray mules, 
rode a horse upon a strip of Mexican 
soil left north of the Rio Grande by 
the shifting of the river bed.

MARES FINE RECORD 


100 Young Men Now En- 
rolled in Candler School of 
Teology — Law School 
Opens in September. 


The Candler School of Theology of 
Emory university, founded in this city 
only two years ago, has been a great 
and important institution from the 
very beginning. 

The enrollment this session is 100, of 
whom 80 are college men. The stu- 
dents represent nineteen states, Japan, 
and all the Methodist conferences east 
of the Mississippi river. 

During this session a professor of 
missions has been added, making a 
faculty of eight, besides one lecturer 
and two assistants. 

Graduation Sunday. 

Sunday evening, May 21, at the spring 
convocation, six students will be 
graduated with the degree of Bachelor 
of Divinity, and three will receive 
diplomas. 

The convocation sermon will be 
preached by Dr. E. B. Chappell, Sunday 
school editor of the Methodist church, 
who has just 
Springs, N. Y., where he went as fra- 
ternal delegaté to the general confer- 
ence of the M. E. church. 

The Atlanta Medical college of Em- 
ory university has enrolled this session 
238 students, representing twelve 
states and five foreign countries—Tur-, 
key, Spain, Porto Rico, Cuba and Ko- 
rea. The students are divided as fol- 
lows—first year, 34; second year, 32; 
third year, 58; fourth year, 108; special 
students, 2; post graduates, 4. 

In the school of liberal art of Emory 
university, at Oxford, there are some 
forty pre-medical students, who will 
enter the medical college in Septem- 
ber. These, with the pre-meds from 
other Georgia colleges, will make a 
large first-year class. 

here are 102 members of the faculty 
and assistants. 
Lamar School of Law. 

The Lamar school of law, which ig 
the law school of Emory university, is 
named for the late Justice L. Q. C. La- 
mar, of the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Justice Lamar was ae graduate of 
Emory college in the class of 1845. He 
served in the legislature of Georgia, 
and was subsequently a member of 
congress from the state of Mississipp! 
before the war. During the war he 
was, for a while, a colonel in the con- 
federate army, and was then _ sent 
abroad on a mission to Russia. After 
the war he was at the head of the law 
school of the University of Mississipp’ 
until he was again sent to the United 
States house of representatives, from 
which position he was advanced to a 
seat in the senate of the United States. 
Then he served in the cabinet of Mr. 
Cleveland as secretary of the interior, 
until he was appointed a member of 
the supreme court of the United States. 
It thus appears that he served in more 
relations to the general government 
than any other man from the south 
since the foundation of the federal 
government. 

As a son of Emory college it is most 
appropriate that he should have a me- 
morial in the school of law of Emory 
university. 

Will Open in September. 


The school of law will open in Sep- 
tember, with an able faculty, composed 
of men every one of whom has taken 
his law degree in some one of the great 
law schools of the United States or 
Europe. The “Case method” of in- 
struction will be employed, and the 
course of study will be a three years’ 
course. The work will be as thorough- 
ly done as in any law _ gchool in 
America. 

The Lamar school of law will be sup- 
plied, at the beginning, with a large 
library, including the court reports of 
the several states and the federal gOV- 
ernment, as well as all the standard 
law text books. 

_ The building for the school of law 
is now nearing completion and when 
finished will be as perfect as any law 
schoo] building in the United States 
It is one of the central fxroup of 
buildings on the campus, and is very 
handsome and commodious. : 

The students of the Lamar ‘school of 
law will have the same privileges in 
the dormitories of the university as the 
students in other departments of the 
institution. Two dormitories will be 
completed by September. They will be 
equipped with all modern conveniences 
of light, heat, baths, ete. The price of 
board and lodging in these dormitories 
will be as low as possible, so as to put 
the privilege of the University in all 
its departments within the reach of 
students of moderate means.

German Consul Gives Views

It was fortunate for me to see Dr. 
W. Mueller, German consul, who has 
been to the Far East for seventeen 
years. 

Having been to Dr. Mueller’s office 
twice, but I didn’t get to see him there, 
so I went to his residence where I had 
a long interview. 

According to his statement, the pres- 
ent war will not hurt German science. 
Since this war began some things have 
been kept out from coming into Ger- 
many, but they could use something 
else. For instance, Germany imported 
saltpeter from Chile, but when the Ger- 
mans were unable to get it, they sub- 
stituted air in place of Saltpeter. 


He also says this war will not hurt 
the science because there will be 
enough scientists left to teach the new 


generation. He says Germans make 
progress ali the time in this war. Ger- 
many and Austria have seized extensive 
land from the allies as large size as 
Germany. ’ 

Dr. Mueller knows not when the war 
should be ended as others say. But 
he says when the war ends that will 
be the end of it. As long as the allies 
are not willing to stop, there will be 
no peace, but he says that Germany 
will be victorious, therefore she will 
not ask the allies for peace. 

Thus spent about forty minutes he 
told me something about the Far East 
where he has spent some of his pleas- 
ant years, and hoping to go back to 
Japan to which he was German con- 
sul. He also was in Korea a while in 
which time he visited Korean Mu- 
seum, where he saw the beautiful arts 
and inventions of ancient Korea.

In an effort to alleviate the wretch- 
edness among the destitute in north- 
ern France as revealed in Herbert 
Hoovers reports recently published, 
the Commission for Relief in Belgium 
yesterday issued an appeal to the 
American people and to American 
patriotism for additional help in this 
work. Mr. Hoover stated that lack of 
food supplies forced a reduction in 
the daily ration for March almost to 
the starvation point, and if more help 
is not immediately forthcoming the 
death rate, already doubled in many 
sectiohs since December, will increase. 

In its new appeal, the Commission 
for Relief in Belgium asks for a daily 
contribution of $70,000 to feed the 1,- 
000,000 destitute in the enemy-occupied 
amt ge of France. This amount is 


Dased on 7 cents a day, the actual cost 


of one day’s ration for one person. 

“The people of America,” the state- 
ment reads, “have never been known to 
shirk their duty when the cry for help 
from distressed countries reached 
them. There are millions of happy, 
prosperous persons in the United 
States on whom the shadow of the 
world’s tragedy abroad gias not fallen. 
It is to these people that the wail 
of the helpless women and children in 
northern France is directed.

‘Under the regulations, however,” 
said Mr. Bialock Thursday, “the col- 
lector is not permitted to furnish in- 
formation of this character except to 
prosecuting attorneys and this upon 
paymentrof a fee. Record ten, though, 
which contains this list, is open. to 
the inspection. of the public, and the 
sheriff of any county may copy it or 
have it copied by some authorized 
deputy, but not by anyone connected 
with the revenue service.”

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MAKE IT AN ISSUE. 


Atlantans who are not awake to the crisis 
which confronts their city in continuing to 
operate under an antiquated and extrava- 
gant charter shauld consider the statement 

_ 

of Councilman Edwin F. Johnson in Wed- 
nesday night’s charter revision meeting, that 
he, as well as every other member of coun- 
cil, repeatedly had voted against what he 
really believed to be to the best interests of 
the city in order to enable him to get other 
votes and thus “deliver the goods” to 
his own constituents in the sixth ward. 
Read now what Mr. Johnson has to say con- 
cerning this pernicious system: 

1 refused to be a party to such a 

practice during the first year I was in 
the council, and I got nothing for my 
ward. Then I got wise to the methods— 
the only methods by which I could pro- 
cure any recognition whatever for my 
ward, and I did as the others did; that 
is, 1 frequently voted for the other fel- 
low’s project, feeling in my heart and 
knowing that it was not a good thing 
for the people, but it is the only, means 
by which I could get support for my 
mé@asures, which my ward needed and 
which my constituents expected me to 
get. It is a pernicious system, but it is 
the only system by which a councilman 


under our present form of government 
ean serve his people. And I want to see 


it changed. 
It will perhaps be evident from the fore- 


going why council persistently refuses to 
do anything in the matter of revising the 
city charter, not even to the extent of giving 
the people of this city an opportunity to say 
whether or not they want a more efficient 
and more economic municipal system.

The settled objection to Justice’ Hughes 
re Ot 3 icans of a certain 
type_ig the fear that they would not be 
able to get on with him any better than 
they got on with him when he was gov- 
ernor in Albany. But their experience at 
Albany was their just reward. It has beer 
represegted by those close to Justice 
Hughes that when he became governor he 
was disposed to deal ina reasonable man- 
ner with the party organization so long 
ag it kept faith, But what appears to 
have happened was that the politicians 
tried to “put it over on him,” that he 
quickly found men recommended for of- 
fice. by the organization to be utterly 
unfit, and that the organization cared 
neither for his reputation as governor 
nor for the public welfare as long as it 
could get the plums. It was then that 
Hughes cut loose. If he were elected 
president he would of necessity have to 
depend far more largely than while gov- 
ernor upon the advice of others in mak- 
ing appointments. But the professional 
politicians are undoubtedly right in be- 
lieving that their recommendations would 
not be swallowed whole. 


Naturally, remembering their experi- 
ences with him as governor of New York, 
the place hunters are none too eager to 
have him in the white hoiise. And if they 
can eliminate the chances of his getting 
there, by defeating him at Chicago for the 
nomination, they may be counted on to 
do it. 

In this may lie the secret of the prom- 
ised fur-flying episodes at the Chicago con- 
vention. It is the uninstructed delegations 
that will name the candidate, and it is the 
understanding that a desire for Hughes 
has been responsible, in many instances at 
least, for the absence of instructions. 

As a matter of fact, present indications 
are that the old-line G. O. P. politicians are 
going to have to swallow a bitter pill 
whichever way they turn. It is too evi- 
dently a choice between Hughes and the 
“Colonel.” On the one hand they must 
either nominate the man who was respon- 
sible for democratic victory four years ago, 
or they must force the nomination, against 
his expressed will, upon a man they cannot 
control even in the matter of a fourth-class 
postoffice appointment. 

Altogether there is good reason to be- 
lieve there is plenty of truth in the stories 
coming out of Chicago that there will be 
political fur-flying in plenty up that way

ALABAMA ON TRIAL. 

Alabama igs on trial before the world in 
the matter of enforcement of her prohibi- 
tion laws. 

With practically the same laws as now 
applied in Georgia, that state is confronted 
by the unusual situation of the accumula- 
tion in one small town of 5,000 inhabitants 
—Girard, just across the river from Colum- 
bus, Ga.—of more than half a million dol- 
lars’ worth of “blind tiger’ whisky. The 
owners of it unquestionably expected to 
serve not only their own community, but 
Georgia as well. 

Girard, where violations of the Alabama 
law in a small way had long been the order 
of the day, seized upon the opportunity of- 
fered by the enactment of the prohibition 
laws of Georgia, to lay in an extensive stock 
and get ready for a big trade. With ap- 
parently favorable public sentiment and 
seemingly immune from interference by 
local state officials, Girard was ready to 
“make a killing.” 

But the state authorities have taken a 
hand even to the extent of declaring martial 
law for the seizure of the contraband liquor 
stocks, and Girard’s anticipated fortune will 
probably flow into the gutter. 

The Alabama authorities are to be 
warmly commended for their determination 
to enforce the state laws. Georgia is di- 
rectly interested, because if this situation in 
Girard had not been interfered with, the 
laws of this state would unquestionably have 
been abundantly violated as long as this 
extraordinary stock of whisky might hold 
out. 

‘ Fortunately, Georgia has had as vet no 
such situation as this to contend with, and 
there is no reason to believe that it will 
have. There is a manifest disposition on 
the part of every community in this state, 
regardless of its attitude heretofore, to en- 
force the new laws and to see that they are 
given a fair and square test. If found zood, 
there is no question that they will be re- 
tained on the statute books and ultimately 
be strengthened. 

But Georgia has never yet been forced to 
the point of calling out her troops to make 
her prohibition statutes effective. Nor is 
there any reason to believe she will ever 
have to take this step. Community senti- 
ment has come squarely up to expectations, 
and it is a dangerous thing for any man to 
attempt to peddle “blind tiger” liquor any- 
where in Georgia today. _

stand that it is the purpose of the state to 
enforce its authority, regardless of the 
means necessary to do it, there will be no 
further trouble.

Yates Answers Queries 
On Progressive Party 


Editor Constitution: With your charac- 
teristic generosity and fair dealing to all 
political parties I take the liberty of asking 
a small space in the columns to answer & 
number of letters I am getting from friends 
and others from south and southwest Geor- 
gia asking for information concerning the 
policy and alignments of the progressive 
party. 
Replying to the first and most important 
question which comes from a majority of the 
writers: Is the progressive party lined up 
with either faction of the old republican 
party, and are negroes admitted into our 
councils and allowed to participate in our 
conventions? 

To this I will reply that when the writer 
first organized the Roosevelt movement in 
this state,"at the first meeting of the state 
executive committee, he secured the passage 
of a resolution completely and thoroughly 
eliminating the negro from any and all par- 
ticipation of any kind in the deliberations 
of the Roosevelt movement. A copy of this 
resolution was immediately forwarded by the 
writer to Colonel Roosevelt, and in a few 
weeks after the adoption of these resolutions 
Similar resolutions were passed in the states 
of Alabama and Florida. 

After the Chicago,.convention in 1912, and 
the Roosevelt movement had taken shape 
the name progressive party was givén to the 
organized followers of Colonel Roosevelt. 
The policy regarding the negro element was 
continued and carried out by the writer’s 
Successor, thus giving us today two white 
parties in Georgia. | 
_ Replying to the query, Will the progres- 
Sive party combine with.the republicans in 
Chicago? This is problematical. It igs pos- 
sible that the two parties meeting in Chicago 
the same day, within a block or two of one 
another, that the candidate off one may be 
indorsed by the other angthus present a 
solid Opposition to the /candidate of the 
dominant party next November, but unques- 
tionably the progressive/ party will maintain 
its state organization separate and distinct 
from any affiliations or alignments from the 
present defunct negro repablican party. 

The progressive party is the outgrowth of 
the realization of the necessity for two white 
parties in the south, and our rapid growth 
in two years was the result of recruiting 
dissatisfied members of the democratic party. 
This fact is shown by the tremendous vote 
that Mr. C. W. McClure. and Mr. Rufe 
Hutchens, candidates for the United States 
senate in 1914, when opposing two of Geor- 
gia’s strongest citizens. In the election the 
pregressives polled something over 33,000 
votes and carried twenty-nine counties. 

Replying to the query: Can you vote in 
the democratic primary and reserye the right 
to vote in the general election for democratic 
candidates for state office? 

I am not thoroughly familiar with the 
resolution on this subject passed at 
the recent Macon convention. I think these 
resolutions embodied such a provision, how- 
ever from the present political outlook I am 
satisfied that mo candidate for state office 
will object to receiving your vote, but will 
be graciously thankful to get it, and allow 
you the privilege of voting for Colone) 
Roosevelt.

Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association Ranks A-No. | 


a 


At the 
National Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, held in Washington, 
D. C., May 11 and 12, it’ was shown that the 
work of the Anti-Tuberculosis Association of 
Atlanta ranks among the A-No. 1 clinics of 
the United States. This class of clinics was 
commended for its thoroughness in examina- 
tions, also laboratory work and the use of 
X-rays in ascertaining the causes of dis- 
eases and condition of patients, as well as 
and throat work, dental, stomach and 
gynecological work. The Atlanta association 
especially mentioned as doing 200d 
work among the negroes, and the represent- 
ative of the association was called upon for 
a statement of the character of work being 
done and the aims in the negro department. 

Among the causes of tuberculosis which 
must be handled by such associations for the 
control of this disease, insanitary housing 
conditions was discussed and it was shown 
that very few communities are aware of the 
conditions that are around them and causing 
disease; for instance, the number of surface 
toilets are unknown, the number of dark 
inner rooms in the city, and various condi- 
tions that go to develop disease. Resolutions 
wete passed by the medical department of 
the national association favoring the in- 
struction of medical students in the early 
diagnosis of tuberculosis through the aid ana 
use of the tuberculosis clinics in the eom- 
munity. It was recommended that a eo- 
operation be effected between the medica] 
colleges and tuberculosis clinics.

After hav- 
ing the article read to the senate, the 
Nevada senator said he hoped the re- 
port was untrue, but that ne intended 
to call the matter to the attention of 
the trade commission for investigation. 

Senator Hardwick defended the right 
of a political appointee to participate 
in politics, and said the account of 
Mr. Harris’ activity in the Georgia 
convention was fnaccurate and exag- 
gerated. He declared Mr. Marris had 
nothing more to do with the selection 
of delegates to the national convention 
than had a hundred other delegates. 

“I hope the newspaper account is 
untrue,” continued Senator Newlands, 
“but 1 wish to call the axtention of 
the senate to the impropriety of a 
member of the federal trade commis- 
sion attempting to influence a politi- 
cal conventian. Although members 
should not be denied their political 
convictions, manifestly every sense of 
propriety require that they should not 
be active in political organizations.” 

“We do not cease to be republicans 
or democrats when we are elected to 
office,” responded Senator Hardwick. 

“Do you think it any greater impro- 
priety for a member of the federal 
irade commission to pariicipate in 
the Georgia convention thun it is for 
a member of the supreme court being 
a candidate for the presidencv?”’ in- 
quired Senator Reed. 

Senator Newlands did not reply fur- 
ther than to repeat his iatention to 
bring the matter before the trade com- 
inission.

WAS NOT INTENDED 


Explanation of University 
of Georgia Students Will 
Probably Prevent Sever- 
ance of Relations. 


BY KELLER MELTON, 
Emory School of Journalism. 

Action taken by the University of 
Georgia students at Athens last night 
lessened the tension existing between 
Tech and Georgia and will probably 
prevent a severance of relations, which 
has been threatened for several days. 

After a meeting in the chapel at 
Athens, the following resolutions were 
passed and a copy sent to Tech: 

“Whereas, the Tech student body 
seems to have taken exception to 
certain humorous and playful oc- 
currences in our senior parade at 
the last Georgia-Tech gamé, wé 
wish to state that no affront was 
intended. Furthermore, we re- 
gret the way in which Tech colors 
were treated by irresponsible per- 
sons. We discountenance this act 
and disclaim all responsibility 

fer i." 

While no statement could be secured 
last night from representatives of Tech 
and Georgia who held a conference in 
Atlanta, indications are that the Geor- 
gia explanation will go a long way 
towards ending the present strained 
relations. 

At a meeting of the Tech faculty 
held Thursday the matter was con- 
sidered for some time, and it was fi- 
nally decided to take no action until 
Georgia had been heard from. It is 
believed the Georgia resolutions will 
be accepted as sufficient answer. 

Both colleges have too much at stake 
to come to a break, if it is possible 
to avert such action. Football and 
baseball games between these two in- 
stitutions draw more people and at- 
tract more interest than any athletic 
contests between other institutions in 
this territory. For several years there 
had been a marked absence of clashes 
between the students of the two col- 
leges, and leaders of ‘both institutions 
have been working hard to prevent 
a break in relations.
